About 19 o'clock Officera Speers 
-and Halbert saw Cook in the store 
mentioned; be had a jack-knife out 
whittling a stick. Cook, on the entry 
of the police, resisted arrest. 

The desperado slashed at the con- 
stable with the knife, terribly injur- 
ing Halbert, whose right wrist was 
half severed, while the thumb hung 
useless. Cook then seized the officer’s 
baton dashed through the door, .de- 

» fied the crowd, and made his escape. 
Halbert would have bled to death but 
for prompt medical attendance. 

About twe years ago Cook was ar- 
rested |at Grand Valley, near here, 
broke jail. and defied the local auth- 

- oritics. In an attempt to arrests 
here -Heibert, on that occasion had 
his loft hand cut to the bone .by 
Cook with a band knife. On that 
occasion Cook escaped. Returning, 
County Constable Willism Marshal!

Paris, Nov. 1.—M. Briand, the Pree 
mies, in an eloquent disgourse Satur- 
day night, at the dedication of tho 
home of the’ Educational League, at 
which President Fallieres and several 
of the Ministers were present, an- 
nouncad that one of the Government's 
principal pre-cccupations would be tha 
protection of the public .schools, 
whose enemies were the real enemies 
of the republic. 

He counselled the people to be calm 
under attacks, as he was convinced 
that the country’s enemies were set- 
ting a trap: and hoped to win over 
public opinion through excesses of 
pzssion aml anger at the defende: 
of the public schools. : 

Pointing out that the Jast struggle 
was not with the church, but against 
those who pretended tg direct tho 
church, M. Briand declared that 
France will never obey orders from 
the outside, and that Catholic France, 
Which does not view religion as the 
instrument of a political propaganda, 
never will permit the exercise of brue 
tal force against public institutions 
to which the nation is dedicated. 

“The public.schocls,”” he continued, 
“are the hope of the future security 
of France, and if their enemies sue 
eved in undermining the schools, it is 
the republic itself which will be weak.

Paris. Nov. L—A_ project whi 
would make the French treasury 
bank of deposit for anybody who ate.

pecially as it is proposed to allow 
them a moderate interest. On the 
others hand, the Government will ex- 
act from each depositor ao fixed se- 
curity fund of about $20, and a small 
tax on sums paid or transferred by 
order of the depositor. 


Less Grain Handled. 

Montreal, Nov. 1.--A_ tremendous 
falling off in the wheat receipts in 
Montreal is shown by the figures of 
the October report given out at the 
Lachine Canal oflice. 

There is a difference of a million 
and a half bushels between the fig- 
ures of October, 1908,-and those of 
this year, and the reason is given 
that western farmers ate holding 
their crops for a high market. 

The big decrease does not mean that 
the American route is capturing the 
trade from Montreal, because an ex- 
amination of Buffalo receipts shows 
the same falling off. 

Aggregate receipts in Montreal, 
since grain moved eastwards, are very 
satisfactory, and the harbor commis- 
sioners believe that the full season’s 
report will show an increase in the 
grain trade_to Montreal.

saintly. the unholy, would certainly 
be unfit The teaching of papacy is 
that since only the saintly can be 
‘ushered into heaven at the time of 
their death, all the unsaintly, the un- 
developed, they hold, must first ex- 
| perience awful tortures in Purgatory 
;—to purify them, to make them ready 
j for heavés, 
; Protestants,on the contrary buve 
‘discarded Purgatory, claiming that 
‘it is qn unscriptural doctrine. They 
ido not, however, claiktn that any but 
the saintly are prepared for heaven 
‘gt death, nor that God has promised 
‘heaven to the untaught or undevelop- 
‘ed in Christian character. Hence in 
bsome respecis the, Protestant theory 
‘is still more griefous, more terrible, 
-more awful, fer the berenved than 
ithe Catholic view, in that it offers 
po hope for ull cternity to any un- 
saintly. Prayers to the saints,, we 
believe to be unseriptural and un- 
‘reasonable. Nowhere in the Bible 
are we authorized to pray to” the 
deade—either suinta or sinners. On 
‘the contrary the Scriptures set forth 
our Heavenly Father as the supreme 
object of worship, though ‘they do 
‘gntimmate the propriety of praying to 
our Lord Jesus also; As we read, 
“All men should honor ‘the Son even 
‘as they honor the Father" (John v, 
33). But prayers to the dead are un- 
reasonable, sccording to the Bible, 
which teaches that “the dead know 
not anything’ (Ecclesiastes ix, 5); 
that “ their sons come to honor and 
they know it not—to dishonor and 
they, ‘perceive it not of them” (Job 
xiv, 21); and that “‘there is no work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor wis 
dom, in the grave, whither thou 
goest” (Ecclesiastes ix, 10). : 
The Scriptures do recognize the dif- 
ference betwoen the saints, the Lord’s 
holy ones, and ‘the remainder of man- 
\kipd.- And it ix assuredly true that 
fo great masses of humanity are 
liy unfit for the glories and per- 
fections of the heavenly state. It is 
true that the Church is called upon 
to develop the fruits and graces of 
the holy Spirit and is assured, as St. 
Peter declares, “If ye do these things, 
ye shall never fall; for so an entrance 
shall be ministered unto you abun- 
dantly into the’ everlasting Kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ” 
(IT Peter i, 11). 3 
But we hold that it is not only un- 
scriptural, but irrational, to believe 
that all mankind except the saintly 
“deserve centuries of torment in Pur- 
gatory or an cternity of-torture in a 
worse and hopeless place.

The word “saint” signifies “holy 
one,” “sanctified one,” “‘set apart’; 
or, taken as a whole, it signifies one 
set apart to holy usages, services, 
ote. We are quite ready to admit 
that these are » comparatively small 
number at the present time; as the 
Scriptures declare, “‘a_ little flock’’; 
and again, “not many’; and again, 
“few there be that find it.” 

When we say that God is now 
selecting a special class to be joint 
heirs with Christ and that he has 
determined that this special class 
shall consist exclusively of the sancti- 
fied, let us not be misunderstood to 
mean by thia that in the next age 
God will accept to his favor the un- 
sunctified, the wicked. The conditions 
during the Millennial Age will be 
much easier for mankind than are 
present conditions of the Church, the 
elect, the saints. Now we must w 
by faith; then we will walk by sight, 
because Satan and sin and darkness 
will have passed away, and the ight 
of Truth will flood and cover the 
whole earth, so that, as the yeophet 
says, “They shall teach no more every 
man his neighbor, saying, know the 
Lord; for they shall all know me, 
from the least of them ante the 
ereatest of them, saith the Tord" 





Qeremiah xxxi, 34). The rewards for, 


obedience to the Divine uirements 
in the Millenniam will be the carthly 
rewards, eturnal life or the earthly 
restitution piane. The reward. prof- 
fered to those who now walk the nar- 
row way by selfsacrifice is a spiritual 
one, glory, kuncr and imm ity on 
the spirit plane, like unto the ‘holy 
angels—and higher than this; like 
unto our Lon! Jesas in his glorified 
state: ag seen ty the Apostle, ‘Shin- 
ing above the brightness of the sun 
at noonday” (Acts xxvi, 15). 

We must guard also against the 
thought that the total number of 
God's elect would be as small a num- 
ber ag the calendar of the saints re- 
cognized by some of our Christian 
friends mizht imply. We bold that 
none is able to judze definitely on 
this subject, except the Master. He 
has given us general intimations of 
the lines of his decision, but he has 
not permitted us to determine the 
matter, saying, “Judge nothing —be- 
fore the time.” We are to content 
ourselves, therefure, with the thought 
that “the Lord knoweth them that 
are his,” and that he will accept no 
one whe in any degree is disloyal in 
heart, and that he will overlook and 
negleet no one whe is of the proper 
attitude of heart. We understand, 
too, that our Lord is no respector of 
denominational lines, but that, in 
every sect, jhe who loves God, and 
who nccepta tHe merit of Chrikt by 
faith, and who presents his Vody a 
living sacrifice daily unto death in 
the Lord’s service—all_ such are his 
disciples and, as stated in our text, 
“He will not be ashated’to call them 
brethren.” But all of this, be it 
noted, is based. not upon their earth- 
ly Church re’ationship, but upon 
their sanctification of heart, their re- 
lationship to their Redeemer and 
Head, Jesus. Not only may these be 
found by the Lord in_ various de- 
nominations, but of various ages, of 
various colors, of various nationali- 
ties, of either sex, and on various 
levels. One may be a washerwoman, 
another a farmer. another. exercising 
his talent in business directions, an- 
other giving his time as no pustor, 
priest or teacher of s iritaal things. 
“The Lord knoweth them that are 
his’ (IL Timothy ii, 19). 

Secing that the sanctified are com- 
paratively few, and that evidently 
few can properly direct the way to- 
ward a condition which they have 
not themselves attained, it behooves 
us to look carcfully to the instruc- 
tions given as by our Lord Jesus 
directly and through his apostles. 
St. Paul, who wrote, “This is the will 
of God, even your sanctification,’ .also 
wrote, “We are bound to give thanks 
always to God for sou, brethren, be- 
loved of the Lord, because God hath 
from the beginning chosen you to 
salvation through sanctification of 
the spirit and belief of the Truth; 
whersunto he called you by our Gos- 
pel, to the obtaining -of the glory of 
our Lord Jesus Christ’ (11 Theesa- 
lonians ii, 13,14). Note from these 
words that the call of the Church 1s 
the special feature of this present 
Gospel Age and_ its message. Note 
also that our call is not to sectarian- 
ism, but ta a heart relationship with 
the Lord through x belicf of the Truth 
Bee a proportionate getting rid of 
‘rror. And this — enlightenment 
through the Trath progresses in pro- 
portion to our sanctification of spirit 
~—aof thought, of word, of deed. 

Note again the same Apostle’s ox- 
planation of the matter. He says 
that he addresses them that are 
sanctified in Christ Jesus (who were) 
called to be saints, und he explains 
that while they had been sinners, 
“children of wrath, even as others,” 
they -had been cleansed by faith

Paul, addressing the an breth- 
ren, says, “commend you to God, 
and to the Word of his grace, which

Note here that it is only the san 
fied of the present nage that are to 
t the inheritance with our Lord 
esus, a share with him’in his hea- 


power which not only leads us to con- 
secrstion and setting apart to the 
Lord's service, but, which will 
strengthen ue in thought and word 
and deed to do his good pleasure, to 
maintain our sanctified relationship 
with him through eur Lord 
Christ. : 

Bt. Peter (1 Peter i, 2) explains to 
us that God's election of the members 
of the Churth from amongst the 
world during the present age is along 
the line of sanctification. He elects 
that sll those who shall accept his 
favor to the oxtent of sanctification 
in the trying conditions of thé pres- 
ent time shall be joint-heirs with our 
Lord and Redeemer in his Millennial 
Kingdom. The Apoetes words are, 
“Elect according the foreknowl- 
edge of God the Father, through 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and eprinkling of the blood 
of Jesus Christ’ ({ Peter i, 2). Here 
we have the matter succinctly stated 
—faith in the blood of Jesus 13 essen- 
tial as the first step in the way to 
God. “No man cometh unto the Fa- 
ther but by me,’’ said our Lord. Then 
our way «must be through sanctifica- 
tion of the Spirit, of the will, the 
setting apart of our hearts from 
earthly ambitions and pleasures to 
heavenly | onea—deadness to the 
world and a liveness toward God. 
This work of grace must progress day 
by day. 

Our sanctification is not merely for 
the beginning of our Christian ex- 
perience, but to be the very essence 
of our livev-hereafter. The trials and 
testings of life from the world, the 
flesh and the devil will serve- to dem- 
onstrate the thoroughness of our 
sanctificatton. God, however, is not 
seeking to prove whether or not ve 
are perfect in the flesh, for he knows 
and informs us that we are imper- 
lect. -He does, however, desiré to 
prove that our consecration, our 
sanctification, our setting apart of 
ourselves to be faithful to the, Lord at 
any and every cost is not merely a 
passing whim or fancy, but by con- 
tinual instructions of his Word by 
the inspirations of his Promises. By 
the testings of his disciplines he 
would fix indelibly, unalterably, this 
decision of ours to be entirely his in 
thought. in word, in deed—even unto 
deat 

St. Paul, consistently with his state- 
ments already quoted, wrote to the 
Christians at Rome respecting God’s 
foreknowledge and predestination of 
the Elect Church, saying, ‘‘Whom he 
did foreknow, he also did predestin- 
ate to conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the firstborn 
among many brethren” (Romans viii, 
29)... Qur Heavenly Father decreed 
that no one might be a member of 
this elect Church except sanctified 
ones. And these must be tested be- 
fore final upproval. Their. Lord, their 
Redeemer, having been a saint fully 
consecrated to the Father's will, these 
called, chosen and faithful followers 
will likewise be saints and, in this 
respect, the Apostle declares, they 
will be copies of their Redeemer, and 
he will be an Elder Brother amongst 
them, when they shall share his glory 
in his Kingdom, ° EG 

Notice the harmony of all this with 
our text, “Roth he that sanctiffeth 
(our Lord Jesus) and they that are 
sanctified (his elect Church) are all 
of one (of.ore spirit of loyalty to the 
Father and his righteousness—and 
baptized by the one spirit into the 
one Body, of which Christ. is the 
Hend). For this cause he (the glori- 
tie] Redeemer) i? not ashamed to call 
thek+ sanctified ones, finally tested,

Despatch From Washington Says Ad- 
‘ministration Has Practically De- 
cided Not to Ar@agonize Her Best 
Customer—Any Attempt to Retali- 
ate on Canada Would Cripple 
Many Industries, 


Detroit, ifov. LA special from 
Washington last night says: The Ad- 
ministration is not going to have a 
tariff was with Canada: This. fact 
has not yet been officially announc- 
ed, and it will not be until after the 
President returns to Washington, but 
it is a: fact, nevertheless. It has re- 
quired ‘bat a brief scrutiny of the 
possiblities of such a war to scare the 
Administration. Canada, as the very 
best sivgle customer {population con- 
sidered) which-the exporters of the 
United States have, would be in a 
position to make so much trouble in 
such an event that it would have a 
disastrous effect on any party in the 
United States fostering the war. 


This has become — plain, 
therefore the Tariff Commi sion 
has been instructed to find 
way to obviate trouble. It is a 


derstood that it has. done 40, and 
that it will report to the President 
in due time that Canada dovs not 
discriminate against the United States 
in a manner that calls for the im- 
[susie of maximum rates on imports 
rom the Dominion. 

Of course, it is a fact that Canada 
docs discriminate against the United 

tates to a certain extent, and that 
the new tariff law was drawn in a 
way to enable the United States to 
hand out punishment for it. In fact 
it looks as if the law amounted to a 
mandatory order to do so. 

But it appears that the Administra- 
tion is to take advantage of the fact 
that the President is really the. sole 
judge of what is discrimination_-and 
where it will cause trouble to judge 
‘in a certain way he can obviate it 
by simply judging in the other way. 

In doing so he can take glory, if 
there is any, while the Tariff Com- 
mission can take the blame, if there 
is any 
It is declared that it ‘will work 
fine,” which is doubtless true At 
pny rate it will save the Administra- 
tion from having to mect a charce ob} 
having crippled the trade of the 
country with Canada, a charge which 
might lose the Republicana the 
House at the next election if the 
crippling proved to be severe.

A Scandalous Appeal. 

Washington, Nov. 2.—Chief Justice 
Fuller yesterday created a mild sen- 
sution in the Supreme Court of the 
United States by announcing that the 
Papers in the case of the Yellow 
Poplar Lumber Co. v. 8. F. Chap- 
man” would” be stricken from the re- 
cords of the court because of their 
scandalous nature. 

The controversy involves a contract 
by Chapman to deliver to the com. 
pany 50,000,000 feet of lumber in Vir- 
ginia. The Court of Appeals decided 
in favor of Chapman, and in its posi- 
tion the company asks a review on 
Various grounds, one stated as fol- 
lows: 

“The opinion of the Court of Ap- 
peals ix so grotesque in its conclu. 
sions of law, and prepared with so 
little care and study as to be almost 
unintelligible, even gramatically, not 
to say legally.” 

The chief justice said the papers 
were “‘so impertinent and improper 
that they would be stricken from the 
docket in order to protect the records 
ef the court from scandal.”

A number of houses in the neigh- 
Dorhood have been searched and a 
party went out to Orangeville Junc- 
pret sesiereey, afternoon, but with no 
result. 

At Monday night's meting of the 
town council some cutting remarks 
were mnde about the way Cook had 
been allowed to get away. 

Cook comes of a highly-respected 
fargily, and he himself is a good- 
nstured chap until he gets drinking. 
Then he's fierce. 

The opinion is expressed by many 
that Cook by this time jis five hun- 
dred miles ‘away feom here,

brother-in-law “of the-desperado, who:

Mrs. Norman Beal, the first witness, 
stated that her husband and she were 
on their way home between 11 and 
12 o'clock on Friday night, when they 
noticed McLaughlin’s house on fire. 
They gave the alarm and ran to the 
house, met McLaughlin at his own 
door coming out of the kitchen with 
his little girl in a baby carriage. They 
immediately questioned him ing 
the safety of the rest of his family, 
but could get no satisfactory reply.

< An interesting. report upon the 
Government peat bog and fuel testing 
plant has been made, says an Ottawa 
despatch. Dr. Eugene Haanel, direct- 
or of the mines branch, who notes 
that owing to the absence of coal. in 
Ontario, the use of Canadian coal is 
absolutély prohibitory because of the 
long haulage costs. ~ While, however, 
coal is absent from the middle pro- 
vinces, there-is peat in abundance. 
“Throughout the country,” says the 
report, “‘over thirty-seven square miles 
of peat have been: already located, 
and when it is considered that one 
square mile of bog—with an average 
depth of six feet—will, alter drainage, 
yield 774,000 tons of nir-aight peat, 
equal in.{fuel value to 420,244 tons of 
ordinary bituminous coal, the utiliza- 
tion of this coal asset is manifestly 
of supreme commercial importance, 
It is good Canadian policy to begin 
where Europe left off. In the attempt 
so far madé, however, to establish a 
peat fuel industry, experience seems 
to have been utterly disregarded. In- 
stead of taking advantage of the scien- 
tific knowledge gained in countries 
like Sweden, Germany, Russia, and 
other foreign countries where the 
manufacture of peat fuel has been in 
progress for many years, our Canadian 
exploiters have adopted systems, and 
tenaciously clung to obsolete processes 
which from the first were doomed to 
failure, since they were designed and} 
constructed on wrong principles.” * 

“Perceiving that the industrial de-! 
velopment of the middle provinces 
would be retarded unless cheaper fuel 
could be obtained, and knowing the 
potential heat energy lying dormant 
in the Ontario and Qfebec bogs, the 
Dominion Government, through the 
Mines Branch of the Department cf 
Mines, first investigated and reported 
on the peat fuel industries of Europe, 
then directed its attention to the de- 
limitation and examination of our 
Canadian peat bogs. Moreover, with 
a view of doing for the peat manufac- 
turer what the Department of Agri- 
culture has done for the farmer, the 
government has purchased an exten- 
sive peat bog at Alfred, near Caledo- 
nian Springs, Ont., and is erecting a 
modern fucl testing plant at Ottawa.” 

The peat bog at Alfred has an aver- 
age depth of eight or nine fect, and 
is a fair sample of Canadian peat 
bogs. The peat in the bog contains 
eighty per cent of moisture, but after 
being put through a peat machine: | 
which thoroughly ‘disintegrates and | 
pulps it, the pulp is cut into bricks. 
Aftergundergoing a drying process the 
moistude is reduced to about twenty- 
five per gent. In this condition the 
bricks are admirably adapted for the 
producer, also for domestic purposes, 
yielding a fine white ash, without | 
clinkers. The plant has a daily capa- 
city of about thirty tons, and will em-4 
ploy about- twelve men during the} 
summer months. The operating ma-| 
chines are in no sense experimental, 
heing similar to those now in use in 
many commercial. plants in Europe. { 
The peat fuel used in the gas producer 
at the experimental plant at Ottawa, 
will be supplied from the Alfred bog; j 
the balance will be sold. j 
ed cost of one ton of air-dried peat 
at the bog will be $1.75, which means 
that it will be possible to supply peat 
fuel having an equivalent of one ton 
of coal, at a considerably lower cost ; 
than coal.

ous uses. The product of one bog 
may be best suited for use in the gas 
producer; that of another for domestic 
purposes, while another may be used 
as antiseptic litter for packing fruit. 
Another use is in the making of 
coarse brown paper. In the utiliza- 
tion of peat fuel for gas producing 
purposes, it is not recommended that 
the fuel be transported for long dis- 
tances to power stations, but to erect 
power plants on the bogs, and convert 
the potential energy stored in the peat 
into electrical energy for distribution 
to neighboring towns, as is done in 
Germany. In this way a peat bog 
will become a source of energy, pre- 
cisely in the case of a water power. 

The fuel testing plant now being 
erceted at Ottawa, it is explained, 
will also be used for the testing of 
low gerade fuels, such as lignite, coal, 
slack, ete. The energy generate will 
be used for driving the machivery in 
the proposed metallurgical laboratory 
and concentrating plant.

WHERE IS THE OLDEST-FREE? 


A Mooted Question os Many Locall- 
tles Lay Clalm to It. 


The most ancient living thing on 
earth is a tree, Exactly where that 
treo stands in a mooted question, for 
many localities lay claim to it; but 
there have been scientists curigas 
enough fo investigato tho varidus 
claime, and ‘tre can probably arrive 
cto pretty exact result by a few com- 
parisons, says The New York Times. 

Recently somebody has put forth 
the claim of the co-called “‘Old Green 
Tree of tho Mississippi Valley.” 
which stands near the river in 
Claire, Iowa. Its trank is more then 
100 feet in circumference, and_ its 
branches shade a circle of more than 
300 feet. It was un ancient tree when 
the first white man stood under its 
branches, and has a place in the tra- 
ditions of the Indian tribes of | the 
Mississippi valley dating back lonz, 
Jong before the first white face was 
seen on the shores of the western 
world. 

There are certain yews in England 
that were stalwart trees when Cucsar 
landed on her shocs.

System of Tubes That Run the Length 
of Their Bodies. 

Tandlubber animals have lungs, anc 
sea creatures have gills. But inxevt> 
hare neltber one nor the other, ‘The 
have a complex system of tubes run 
nivg throughout the whole length of 
the body by means of which alr ts con 
vexed to every part of the system. Ar 
they are destined to contain nothin: 
but alr, they are strongly supported t 
guard ogalnst collapso from pressure 

This support is furnished by mean 
ofa Gne thread ruunlog spirally with 
in the walls of the tube, much In th: 
same way that a garden hose Is pro 
-tected with wire, There are generalls 
two of these tubes which run the 
whole length of the insect’s body. 

Mapy files, as larvae, lite fn the wa 
ter. Arranged along cach side of their 
bodies {s a series of exceedingly thin | 
plates, into cach of which runs a se"! 
ties of Liood vessels. These plates act | 
and absorb the oxyzen contalord inj 
the water, The tail enda-in three; 
feather-like protections. Iy means ol 
these the larva causes currents of wa- 
ter to Gow over the gills, and thus their 
efficiency Is Increased. 

‘The gnat also lives In the water ox 
a larva. But It has no gills; there: | 
fore it cannot breathe the oxygen Mh | 
the water, but must breathe alr. ‘This ; 
Is done by means of a spicade situated | 
at the tip of its tall.

When asked if his de- 
ceased sister or any other member ol 
the family had ever’ suffered from 
mental trouble or melancholia, he 
simply hooted the idee. 

He had never heard of his sister 
tver talking about taking her own 
life, and considered the story a 
myth; she would be the last person 
to do auch a thing. 

When Miss Dennis was visiting hea 
sister here in August. Mra. McLaugh. 
lin told her that if it had not been 
for the children, she would have left 
her husband then, as they were not 
getting on very well together.. Accord- 
ing to the brother’s statement, thie

received a letter {rom her sister nor as 
far - can eeeerteined: ie:

day, when if she got no word she 
would telephone, but. the fire took 
place early Saturday morning. - 

Miss Dennis will be at the inquest 
to-night to tell her story. 

Mr. Dennis inspected the ruined 
home and said he thought the fire 
had started under the stairs, and pos- 
sibly in the bedroom next to the one 
wheve Mrs. McLaughlir® and the two 
sone slept. 

Little Monta, McLaughlin's daugh- 
ter, was pleased to see her uncle 
and showed no signs of crying ‘and 
worrying for her father, as has beer 
reported.

It will be a glorious class, 
royal, of the divine nature, and repre- 
sentatives with our Lord Jesus of the 
Divine power. As priests who will have 
to do with judging and chastening, 
healing and helping humanity, how 
much sympathy do we suppose that 
these Royal Priests should have?

hension’ will be felt by millions who |- 


its fiery head plowing through the 
stars and Its sword shaped tall bran- 
‘dished orer the earth, as if monitory 
of unknown and unavoidable evil. 
“Astronomers ‘have calculated that 
Halley’s comet must bate crossed in- 
side the orbital distance of Jupiter 
from tbe sun about the Ist of last Jan- 
wary. In the middle of January its 
~ distance from the earth was estimated 
at 440,000,000: miles. During the Iate 
fall It ts expected to become visible to 
the naked eye after having for months 
before been photographed and studied 
with telescopes. It will slowly bright- 
en during next winter, being visible 
from nearly all parts of the earth. 
Gradually approaching the sun. it 
will make its peribelion passage at 8 
distance of about 66,000,000 mites: from 
the solar globe on -the 13th of next 
April, Its greatest brightness ts ex- 
pected to occur after the perihelion 
passage, when it will draw nearer the 
earth and be visible In both the eren- 
tng and the morning sky. But at that 
time it will be south of the celestial 
equator and cons nity better seen 
from the soythern“bemisphere. About 


May 18 comet will be only 12.000,- 
13,000,000 miles from the earth, 
‘though for more than a month it 


will have been retreating from the sun. 

Just what its appearance will be po 
one can predict. It is the Proteus of 
space. It may blaze with amazing 
splendor, as it did when trembling Eu- 
rope saw in it an aratar of the con- 
quering sword of the prophet of Mec- 
ca, or it may be relatively insigni6- 
cant. But in any erent it will fix the 
attention of mankind and for astrono- 
mers will be the most interesting phe- 
nomenon seen In the sky for many dec- 
ades. - 

The returns of Halley’s comet bare 
Tecently been traced back to the year 
240 B. C, but it has probably been re- 
rolving in its elliptical orbit very mach 
longer than that. 

Halley's discovery after its appear- 
ance in 1682 that it was a regular vis- 
{tor to the neighborhood of the sun has 

| always ranked as one of the capital 
triumphs of astronomy. His suspicion 
that the comet of 1682 was not paying 
its first visit to the sun was basrd

Accordingly 
Waliey ventured the prediction that 
the comet would be back again in 1733. 
He ied tn 1742, seventeen years be 
fore the falfillment of bis prophecy.— 
Garrett P. Serviss in Hampton's Maz- 
azine.

Another wrong the- 
ory” which = paced acceptance was 
that whilst wishes to save the 
world, he finds himself unable to do

pleted, the blessing of God will pro- 
ceed through The Christ (Head and 
members) to the world. As it-is writ- 
ten, “In thy Seed shall all the fami- 
lies of the earth be blessed.” The 
mystery, be it known, is that the spir- 
itual “Seed of Abraham” is not the 
Lord Jesus only, but includes also 
his members—the Church. As we read, 
“If ye be Chirst’s, then are ye Abra- 
ham’‘s , and heira according ta 
the promise” (Galatians iii, 29). 
According to the Scriptures the 
blessing of God will proceed through 
Spiritual’ Iarael, a “Royal  Pricst- 
hood,” “after the order of Melchize- 
dec,”’ to natural Israel under the 
terms of their New Covenant (Jere- 
mish xxxi, 31), During the Millennial 
Age under the spiritual- Kingdon of 
‘The Christ (operating through the 
earthly.

Let us not overlook the fact that 
our text indicates that we are to give 
thanks for our sorrows, our trials, our 
disappointments, as well as for our 
joys and pleasures, for everything in- 
cludes all things. Nor is this the 
only Scripture to this effect. Hearken 
to the Apostle’s words which urge the 
members of Christ to rejoice in tribu- 
lation; not: because tribulation is a 
joy producgy, but, as he explains, 
Tribulation Works out additional pa- 
tience and patience brings additional 
experience and larger experience 
brings larger hope, until we are not 
ashamed of our tribulations, because 
of increased Jove of God shed abroad 
in our hearts thereby (Romans v, 3;

First, in the fact that there is a God.

By so doing they take off 
not only the varnish, but the precious 
patina and certain colors, in many 
cases leaving only tho mere gold back- 
ground (supposing the picture is of 
that date) and the more deeply incised 
lines, These wrecks are eagerly bought 
for a trifle by art dealers, who employ 
skilled experts to restore or rather to 
remake them on the basis of the origt- 
nal outlines. 

Pictures of the early period with 
gold backgrounds and quaint drafte- 
manship are regularly manufactured, 
especially at Siena, where the panels 
can be scen openly drying before the 
sbop doors. Their foundation is a pan- 
el properly worm eaten and chemically 
aged, painted on the gesso ground that 
was tbe basis for all pictures of that 
epoch and to which they owe their lo- 
minous qualities, 

Buch pictures are often made up out 
of a number of really old but ruined 
pictures and are an ingenious purzle 
that require dexterity, taste and knowl 
edge to construct.
